Rush for First Boats to Be
Launched Resulted in Their
Loss, Adding to the Num-
ber Drowned.

Grimsby, Eng. July 4—Owing to
the strict enforcement of certaln reg-
ulations and the fact that there Is no

Danish consul here, all the suryivors
of the Norge, who arrived here on the

steam trawler Salvia, were kept on
that vessel all night They were In
a pitiable condition.

This morning, in the dingy cabin of
the trawler the representative of the
Associnted Press saw over a dozen
persons, including five women and two
children, huddled together. BEach of
thres of the women was in a bunk, one
was lying on the cabin floor and the
sther was leaning against the captain's
perth, too bewildered to move. Two of
the women pleaded to see a Danish
minister of the gospel, but the one
gettled here happensd to be away.
John Johansen, a gray-bearded man
from Tromsoe, sald:

“When the ship first bumped most
of us were balow. All rushed to the
deck. T had my wife and five children
with me. At first none of us was
aware what happened when we kept
quiet, but in a minute or two We saw
the ship was sinking, and then there
were such shrieks and cries too awful
fo hear “We had nearly 200 children
aboard and they screamed with ter-
ror. Their molhers, too, were almost
frantic, though some of them, calmer
than the others, began putting their
Yttle ones in the rigging and other
elevated positions. So far as I could
gee, the officers of the ship kept very
ealm, but the passengers were uncon-
trollable. Men and women began
jumping into the sea, while others ran
ap and down trying to snatch life belts
from those who had them. " As soon
as the first boat was got out there
was a mad rush for her, with the re-
sult that three boats were lost. Mean-
while I had put my wife and five chil-
dren on a hatech and implored them
not to move untll 1 returned. When
1 saw other boats being launched I
returned to fetch my wife and chil-
dren, but they had disappeared. They
had either got into another boat or
were carried away in the mad rush.
] am absolutely alone in the world

“Our boat was crowded to nearly
double its proper number. All around
s people were struggling in the sea,
ghrieking for help and Imploring us
to take them In. We had an old sall
and a couple of oars, but no mast.
In launching the boat a big hole was
knocked in her side and we men had
to take turng In bailing her out. We
pould do nothing but allow the boat
to drift.

The five women behaved splendidly,
never murmuring. All around us were
kundreds fighting for their lives. The
ghrieks as they left the ship, partcu-
farly the chldren, could be heard above
all the confusion around us. But it
was saon over, a8 we saw the Norge
gink in less than half an hour from
the first shock"”

Another survivor told the Associat-

ed Press representative that most of
the pasengers on the steamer Were
going out to friends in America. One
of the five surviving women was going
put to her husband and she had
throughout clung to her lttle girl of &,
Another woman in her delirious joy

at belng plcked up, offered one of the
crew of the trawler her wedding ring.
While some of the boals were over-

crowded, others, according to the sur-
vivors, had only a few persons In
them. The captaln absolutely refused

to leave the ship. He was standing on
the bridge and appesred to be over-
ecome at the appalling catastrophe.

It appears that the weather was
very hazy when the Norge struck,
but the captain of the trawler and
others says Rockall reef is so well

"We had just got down our gear

Wednesday morning,” sald the mate
of the trawler, "when we saw the
boat. At first we took little notice

of her, but finally made out through a
glnss that she was full of people. We
finmediately hauled up our trawl and
bore down with all speed. The occu-
pants of the steamer were in a pltiable
plight—drenched, half clad and ex-
hatusted. We got them aboard and fitted
them ns we could, made the women
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as comfortable as posalble and Imme-
diately salled for home"

GLOOM AT COPENHAGEN.

News of Disaster Renders Frantic the
Friends of Victims.
Copenhagen, July 4.—The news of

Norge off the west coast of Scotlund,
in which over 700 persons are reported
to have lost thelr lives, created inde-
scribable excitement here.

The first message reached here
at 4 oclock this morning. Crowds
soon gathered about the offices of the
line, relatives of those on board fran-
tically seeking for information. The
offices, however, do not open until &
o'clock.

A feeling of general gloom and
mourning s beginning to pervade Co-
peénhagen,

The Norge had no first-class passen-
gers on board and only ning on her
second cabin list, These Included three
Americans—FElizabeth and Anna Buck-
ley and Hilma Flelschman. All the
others were in the steerage. They
comprised many Russians, Swedes and
Norweglans, the smallest proportions
being Danes. The Norge carried a
erew of 50. She was the oldest Danish
Transatlantic steamer running.
